The building of the Deer Creek 
Reservoir would, we were told a 
few months ago would be in course 
of construction by or before carly 
spring, does not now sccm to be so 
well assured. Those who are most 
directly concerned in this project 
were informed that those who were 
to use the water, especially as irri- 
gation companics, must give SCCU- 
rity for the repayment of the moncy 
to he borrowed from the govern- 
ment, and the last report we have 
seen relative to this matter, indi- 
cated that about 22 percent of those 
concerned had signed up. 
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It now ‘appears that if Utah 
wants the Deer Creek Reservoir 
built, involving the expenditure of 
$10,000,000, it is quite generally 
agreed that a metropolitan water 
district will have to be organized. 

However, spring is at hand. 
More than two million dollars has 
been released by the federal board of 
public works at Washington for a 
start on the project as soon as terms 
arc met agrecably.
